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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 1 8-25 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 18, line 9, after "time;" insert - - and - -. 

Claim 23, line 8, after "structure;" insert - - and - -. 
Claim 23, line 11, delete ";" and insert 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the jointing link" in last line. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
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steps. See MPEP § 2172.01 . As per claim 1, last three lines, the omitted step is a 
result of comparison that trigger the step of traversing a search path. As per claim 18, 
last three lines, the omitted step is a result of matching that trigger the step of 
traversing. As per claim 23, last three lines, the omitted step is the step that specify 
which processor determines the search node. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The language of the claim is directed merely to 
an abstract idea that is not tied to a technological art, environment or machine which 
would result on a practical application producing a useful, and tangible result to form the 
basis of statutory subject matter under 35 U.S.C. 101 . As per claiml , the relationship 
between comparing step and traversing step is missing as shown in 35 U.S.C. 112 
second rejection above. The claimed invention fails to recite a practical application that 
produces a useful and tangible result. Therefore, the claimed invention is non-statutory. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in the office action mailed April 27, 2005, pages 4-24. 
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Applicant amended independent claims 1, 18 and 23 by adding the first access 
time in the first memory is less than second access time in the second memory. Since 
the first memory is local memory and second memory is remote memory it is inherent 
that the time to access the local memory is faster than the time to access the remote 
memory. 

Conclusion 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-25 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejections.
